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An  Emergency  at  Exeter 

PATIENTS'  RUSH  DISLOCATES  ROTA  SCHEME 

AN  unprecedented  post-Christmas  call  for  dispensing  at  Exeter,  Devon, 
caused  a  second  contractor  to  be  called  to  open  his  pharmacy  and  help 
out  the  chemist  on  rota  duty. 


On  the  afternoon  of  December  27, 
1957,  there  formed,  outside  the  High 
Street,   Exeter,   premises   of  Timothy 
Whites  &  Taylors,  Ltd.  (the  rota  chem- 
ist) a  queue  estimated  at  130.  The 
manager  (Mr.  R.  H.  Knight),  who  said 
that  "  he  had  never  experienced  any- 
thing like  it  in  twenty  years  of  dispens- 
ing "    brought    in    the    staff    of  the 
company's  Sidwell  Street  branch  to  help 
cope  with  the  situation,  so  that,  in  all, 
there   were   five   dispensers   and  five 
counter  assistants  on  duty  at  the  shop, 
and  about  380  prescriptions  were  dealt 
with.    To  help  relieve  pressure  on  the 
shop  the  clerk  to  the  Devon  and  Exeter 
Executive  Council  made  arrangements 
for  Broom.  Reid  &  Harris,  Ltd.,  Queen 
Street,  Exeter,  to  open.  At  that  phar- 
macy a  further  seventy  prescriptions 
were  dispensed.  There  was  considerable 
public  indignation  at  the  delay  in  get- 
ting their  prescriptions  made  up,  and 
the  secretary  of  the  Devon  and  Exeter 
Pharmaceutical    Committee    (Mr.  H. 
Jarvis  Graves)  promised  that  the  matter 
would  be  investigated.     (It  was  later 
ascertained  that  25  per  cent,  of  the  pre- 
scriptions dealt  with  had  been  written 
before  December  27,  some  of  them  as 
much  as  eleven  days  previously.)  Mr. 
Graves  said  that,  ever  since  the  service 
had  started,  there  had  been  three  rota 
chemists  on  duty  in  the  morning  and 
only  one  in  the  afternoon  of  a  public 
holiday.     Experience  and  figures  pro- 
vided no  foundation  for  criticism  that 
that  number  was  insufficient.  What  had 
to  be  appreciated  was  that  Exeter  had 
three  chemists'  shops  open  on  Christ- 
mas morning,  one  bridging  the  lunch 
hour     and    another    from    2.30  to 
4.30  p.m.,  and  that  the  same  facilities 
were  available  on  Boxing  day.  On  each 
of  those  days  about  fifty  prescriptions 
had  been  dealt  with  and  that  was  about 
average  for  the  emergency  service.  Six 
pharmacists  had  been  open  in  Exeter 
between  9  a.m.  and  1  p.m.  on  Decem- 
ber 27,  and  it  was  unlikely  that  a  host 
of  prescriptions  had  been  written  in 
the  lunch  hour  before  the  single  rota- 
duty  chemist  opened  at  2.30  p.m.  Only 
one  in  seventy  of  the  prescriptions  had 
been  marked  "  urgent  "  and  a  number 
of  them  could  have  been  presented  in 
the  morning.    It  was  a  surge  of  busi- 
ness such  as  Exeter  rota  chemists  had 
not  previously  experienced  within  the 
whole  period  since   the  rota  scheme 
began  in  1948. 


1956  Deaths  Analysed 

MEDICAL  STATISTICS 

DEATHS  from  accidental  poisonings 
by  drugs  numbered  303  in  1956.  states 
the  Registrar  General's  Statistical 
Review  for  1956  published  on  Decem- 
ber 20,  1957.  Of  those.  223  were 
from  barbiturate  poisoning.  Deaths 
from  cancer  totalled  92,710 — an  in- 
crease of  1,370  over  the  1955  total — 
and  represented  eighteen  per  cent,  of 
all  deaths.  Deaths  from  cancer  of  the 
lung  and  bronchus  numbered  18,186. 
Cancer  of  the  digestive  tract  continued 
to  decrease,  but  accounted  for  over 
forty  per  cent,  of  all  cancer  deaths.  The 
total  number  of  deaths  from  tubercu- 
losis was  5,375.  There  were  eight 
deaths  from  diphtheria,  fifteen  from 
scarlet  fever  and  thirty  from  measles, 
all  record  low  numbers.  Deaths  from 
whooping  cough  numbered  ninety-five 
and  from  acute  poliomyelitis  114. 
Deaths  from  coronary  heart  disease 
again  increased,  numbering  46,921  and 
were  fourteen  per  cent,  of  all  deaths. 

Drug  Development 

"  DOUBLE-EDGED  WEAPONS  "  OF  1956 

THE  most  striking  though  not  neces- 
sarily the  most  important  development 
in  drug  treatment  during  1956  was  the 
increased  use  of  tranquillisers.  That  in- 
formation is  given  in  the  report  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  1956  published 
recently.  In  an  introduction  to  the  re- 
port Sir  lohn  Charles  (chief  medical 
officer.  Ministry  of  Health)  comments 
that  tranquillisers  are  beginning  to  re- 
veal themselves  as  "  double  edged 
weapons."  Misuse  of  certain  of  the 
tranquillisers  might  cause  complica- 
tions which  might  have  a  fatal  issue 
and  the  possibility  of  addiction  was 
always  in  the  background.  The  process 
of  bringing  the  general  practitioner  ac- 
tively into  the  field  of  treatment  of 
acute  infections  of  the  ear  by  the  pro- 
vision of  effective  sulphonamide  and 
antibiotic  remedies,  rather  than  of  re- 
ferring the  patient  to  hospital,  is  des- 
cribed as  a  "  substantial  advance."  The 
section  on  child  care  discusses  the 
association  of  mercury  in  teething  pow- 
ders with  pink  disease.  Following  the 
deaths  of  two  children  from  pink 
disease  in  November  1953  the  manu- 
facture of  teething  powders  containing 


mercury  virtually  ceased.  Some  four 
million  powders  made  to  the  old 
formula  were  recalled  by  the  manufac- 
turers. As  late  as  1955,  however,  mer- 
cury powders  were  still  on  sale  in  some 
areas,  particularly  in  the  midlands  and 
the  north.  There  should  by  now,  how- 
ever, be  few  teething  powders  of  that 
variety  available  in  any  shop,  the  re- 
port concludes.  A  special  section  traces 
the  development  of  knowledge  about 
adenoviruses.  During  the  year  there 
was  a  further  increase  in  the  amount 
of  blood  used  by  hospitals  and  the  re- 
port comments  that  "  it  is  difficult  not 
to  conclude  that  some  transfusions  are 
given  unnecessarily."  A  chapter  sum- 
marises the  history  and  outcomes  of 
the  poliomyelitis  immunisation  scheme 
and  there  is  comment  on  the  import- 
ance of  the  Therapeutic  Substances  Act, 
1956,  which  was  designed  to  ensure  that 
certain  types  of  medicament  conform 
to  a  definite  standard  of  potency  and 
purity  and  that  others  might  be  sold  or 
supplied  only  on  medical  prescription.

Salk  Vaccine  Arrives 

FIRST  CONSIGNMENT  FROM  CANADA 

THE  first  official  consignment  (4  tons) 
of  Canadian  Salk  poliomyelitis  vaccine 
arrived  at  Manchester  by  air  on  Janu- 
ary 5.  First  areas  to  benefit  from  the 
vaccine,  samples  of  which  have  been

Meldola  Medal  Lecture 

RECENT  DEVELOPMENTS  IN  CHEMISTRY 

AT  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Royal  In- 
stitute of  Chemistry  and  the  Imperial 
College  Chemical  Society,  on  Decem- 
ber 10,  1957,  Dr.  T.  S.  West,  Meldola 
medallist  for  1956,  received  the  Mel- 
dola medal  from  the  president  of  the 
Institute  (Professor  William  Wardlaw). 
Dr.  West  surveyed  some  of  the  more 
recent  aspects  of  the  research  work 
which  was  submitted  for  the  award  of 
the  1956  medal.  In  the  inorganic  sec- 
tion, attention  was  focused  on  some  of 
the  analytical  applications  of  ethylene- 
diamine  tetra-acetic  acid  (EDTA).  The 
remarkable  chelating  ability  of  that  re- 
agent was  typified  by  describing  a 
method  for  the  titrimetric  evaluation 
of  barium  sulphate  precipitates  in 
which  the  barium  sulphate  is  dissolved 
in  an  excess  of  the  reagent  and  is 
determined  by  back  titration.  Some  in- 
teresting effects  of  EDTA  on  the  oxi- 
dation potential  of  some  redox  sys- 
tems were  then  discussed.  Particular 
reference  was  made  to  the  stability  of 
,  ihe  cuprous  chelate  of  EDTA  and 
further  evidence  derived  from  a  study 
of  the  polarograms  of  the  metal  chel- 
ates was  examined.  It  was  demonstra- 
ted that  the  normal  reaction  between 
Fe!+  and  I-  ions  was  reversed  at 
pH  3-5  in  the  presence  of  excess  of 
EDTA,  thus  making  possible  the  titra- 
tion of  iodine  with  ferrous  sulphate. 
Some  of  the  limitations  of  EDTA  as  a 
titrimetric  reagent  for  metal  ions  were 
pointed  out,  particularly  with  respect 
to  the  lack  of  really  satisfactory 
metalochromic  indicators.  A  selection 
of  five  new  indicators  taken  from  a. 
range  of  commercially  available  o,o'-di- 
hydroxy  azo  dyes  was  discussed  and  a 
practical  demonstration  was  made  of 
several  end-points.  A  new  reagent — 
Alizarin  complexone  —  derived  from 
1 ,2-dihydroxyanthraquinone  and  imino 
diacetic  acid  was  an  excellent  indicator 
for  the  chelatometric  titration  of 
several  metal  ions,  both  in  acid  and  in 
alkaline  solution.  It  was  free  from  in- 
terference by  traces  of  iron,  etc.  A 
possible  mode  for  its  indicator  action, 
based  on  spectrophotometric  evidence 
was  explained.  Some  of  its  metal  chel- 
ates showed  a  remarkable  resistance  to 
decomposition.  New  chelating  agents 
synthesised  by  the  speaker  and  co- 
workers were  also  described.  Particular 
attention  was  devoted  to  the  tetra- 
acetic  acids  of  1,2-diaminocvc/open- 
tane,  4, -methyl- 1 ,2-diaminocyc/ohexane, 
1,2-diaminocyc/oheptane,  etc.  Tentative 
figures  for  the  stability  constants  of 
some  of  the  metal  chelates  of  those 
compounds  as  established  from  polaro- 
graphic  data  showed  that  these  sub- 
stances are  possessed  of  a  very  high 
chelating  ability.  In  organic  analysis 
attention  was  restricted  to  recent  work 
of  the  speaker  and  his  associates  on 
the  development  of  a  new  field  of 
ultimate  and  functional  group  analysis 
on  the  sub-micro  scale.  Those  analyses 


were  as  accurate  as  the  conventional 
micro  methods  but  required  a  sample 
weight  of  only  50  microgm. 

Changes  at  Treasury 

"  SAME  POLICY,"  SAYS  NEW  MINISTER 

IMMEDIATE  appointments  were  an- 
nounced to  fill  two  of  the  three  vacan- 
cies caused  by  the  resignation  on  Janu- 
ary 7  of  Mr.  Peter  Thorneycroft  as 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  Mr.  Nigel 
Birch  as  Economic  Secretary  to  the 
Treasury  and  Mr.  Enoch  Powell  as 
Financial  Secretary.  Mr.  Derick  Heath- 
coat  Amory  (formerly  Minister  of 
Agriculture)  becomes  Chancellor  and 
Mr.  J.  E.  S.  Simon  (formerly  Joint 
Parliamentary  Under-Secretary,  Home 
Office)  Financial  Secretary.  The  post  of 
Economic  Secretary  to  the  Treasury  is 
left  vacant,  but  Mr.  Reginald  Maudling 
(Paymaster-General)  is  assisting  the 
Chancellor  "  over  the  whole  range  of 
economic  matters."  Mr.  Heathcoat 
Amory  has  stated  that  his  appointment 
"  means  no  change  in  the  Govern- 
ment's economic  or  financial  policy." 

Science  in  Simple  Terms 

BRITISH  ASSOCIATION'S  LECTURE  SCHEME 

A  NEW  scheme  by  the  British  Asso- 
ciation for  the  Advancement  of  Science 
for  presenting  science  to  the  younger 
generation  was  announced  on  January 
3  by  Sir  Alexander  Fleck,  F.R.S.,  in  his 
inaugural  address  as  president.  Area 
committees  were  to  be  appointed  to 
arrange  lectures,  exhibitions  and  other 
activities  and  a  panel  of  lecturers 
formed.  Such  a  panel  would  be  large 
and  its  essential  characteristic  that  its 
members  should  be  able  to  put  across 
science  to  general  audiences  and  to 
young  people.  The  capacity  to  speak  in 
simple  terms  was  an  art  that  could  be 
cultivated.  The  address  also  reviewed 
the  progress  of  science  in  1957. 

Authorised  Alternatives 

EXECUTIVE  COUNCILS'  ATTITUDE 

AN  epitome  of  proceedings  at  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  management  committee 
of  the  Executive  Councils'  Association 
(England)  issued  on  January  3  indi- 
cates the  Association's  belief  in  the  re- 
commendation they  submitted  to  the 
Hinchliffe  Committee  on  the  Cost  of 
Prescribing  on  the  subject  of  dispensing 
of  authorised  alternatives  when  a  pro- 
prietary pack  is  not  available.  The  re- 
commendation would,  they  feel,  fulfil 
the  intention  behind  the  suggestion 
to  allow  dispensing  of  authorised  alter- 
natives whilst  at  the  same  time  con- 
forming to  the  principles  underlying 
the  policy  of  the  General  Medical  Ser- 
vices committee  that  it  would  be  unde- 
sirable from  the  point  of  view  of  both 
doctor  and  chemist  that  the  chemist 
should  in  any  way  depart  from  the 
exact  requirements  of  the  prescription 
without  first  consulting  the  doctor.  It 
reads  as  follows :  "  The  multiplicity  of 
proprietary  preparations  having  similar 
therapeutic  effect  but  bearing  different 
names  should  be  discouraged,  as  the 
prescribing  of  these  substances  by 
their  trade  names  only  leads  to  wast- 
age and  over-stocking  about  which 
pharmacists  so  often  complain.  Whilst 


bearing  in  mind  that  the  doctor's  free- 
dom to  prescribe  what  he  considers 
necessary  for  the  proper  treatment  of 
his  patient's  condition  must  be  pre- 
served at  all  costs,  the  Association  is 
of  opinion  that  much  of  this  waste 
would  be  eliminated  were  drugs  to  be 
ordered  wherever  possible  by  their 
chemical  name,  the  choice  of  proprie- 
tary where  applicable  being  made  by 
the  dispenser.  That  is  not  to  say  the 
dispenser  would  have  the  right  auto- 
matically to  substitute  another  sub- 
stance for  one  prescribed  by  its  pro- 
prietary name  but  which  is  out  of 
stock." 

SCOTTISH  NEWS 
Drug  Tariff  Revised 

BUT  PUBLICATION  DATE  DELAYED 

PUBLICATION  of  the  revised  Drug 
Tariff  for  the  National  Health  Service, 
Scotland,  which  it  was  hoped  to  issue 
to  chemist  contractors  on  January  1 
has  been  delayed,  and  the  Tariff  is  now- 
expected  to  be  available  by  mid-Janu- 
ary. Prescription  sorting  before  receipt 
of  the  new  Tariff  can  be  done  on  the 
basis  of  the  old.  The  revised  table  of 
dispensing  fees  is  as  follows:  — 

All  medicaments  (including  proprietaries) 
not  requiring  extemporaneous  preparation, 
e.g.,  mixtures,  liniments,  lotions,  gargles, 
paints,  and  all  liquids  for  internal  and 
external  use,  tablets,  pills,  capsules,  loz- 
enges, plasters,  suppositories,  pessaries, 
bougies,  ointments,  creams,  pastes,  confec- 
tions, powders  in  bulk  and  granules,  etc., 
any  quantity,  Is.  7d. 

All  medicaments  requiring  extemporane- 
ous preparation,  e.g.,  mixtures,  liniments, 
lotions,  gargles,  paints  and  all  liquids  for 
internal  and  external  use,  ointments, 
creams,  pastes,  confections,  powders  in 
bulk  and  granules,  etc.,  any  quantity, 
2s.  5d. 

Powders  wrapped  in  separate  doses  and 
cachets  extemporaneously  prepared,  1-6. 
2s.;  7-12,  3s.  each  extra  dozen  or  part 
thereof,  Is. 

Tablets,  pills,  capsules,  lozenges  and  pas- 
tilles extemporaneously  prepared,  not  ex- 
ceeding 24,  4s. ;  each  extra  2  dozen  or 
part  thereof,  2s. 

Suppositories,  pessaries  and  bougies,  etc., 
extemporaneously  prepared,  not  exceeding 
12,  4s.;  each  extra  dozen  or  part  thereof, 
2s. 

Ampoules  and  solutions  or  suspensions 
of  medicaments;  eye  drops,  etc.,  all  ex- 
temporaneously prepared  with  aseptic  tech- 
nique, any  quantity,  4s. 

Plasters  and  blisters  extemporaneously 
prepared,  any  quantity,  4s. 
National  Health  Service  Circular  No. 
11,  which  was  issued  to  Scottish  chem- 
ist contractors  in  December,  explains 
the  main  changes  in  the  new  Tariff.  In 
the  sorting  of  prescription  forms  the 
upper  limit  of  the  scale  has  been  re- 
duced from  5s.  to  4s.  so  that  from 
January  1  all  EC  10  forms  bearing  a 
single  dispensing  fee  of  4s.  and  over 
should  be  included  in  group  A.  Other 
conditions  for  including  forms  in  group 
A  remain  unchanged.  The  scale  of  dis- 
pensing fees  is  designed  to  give  an  aver- 
age dispensing  fee  for  Scotland  of 
Is.  8d.  Instead  of  being  always 
"  rounded  up,"  prices  are  to  be  rounded 
up  or  down  to  the  nearest  halfpenny.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS

"  Modified  Rapture  "  for  1958 

No  matter  how  bleak  the  prospect  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December 
in  any  year,  it  is  customary  to  begin  the  following  day  by  wishing  happi- 
ness to  all  during  the  coming  365  days.  Pharmaceutically,  the  days  are 
scheduled  to  bring  about  great  changes  in  the  educational  policy  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  also,  it  would  seem  likely,  in  the  facilities 
offered  in  some  of  the  technical  colleges.  To  add  to  the  general  gaiety, 
the  committee  which  is  investigating  the  cost  of  prescribing  may  be  ex- 
pected to  report  on  the  results  of  its  work,  and  a  further  period  of 
uncertainty  and  instability  would  seem  to  be  in  store  for  pharmacy.  Nor 
is  the  scene  made  brighter  by  the  recent  doubts  thrown  on  Whitleyism. 
Nevertheless,  following  custom  and  precedent,  I  extend  wishes  for  "modi- 
fied rapture  "  during  1958. 

Two  Kinds  of  Store 

At  a  recent  conference  of  the  Co-operative  Party,  held  at  Warrington, 
Mr.  J.  Stonehouse,  M.P.,  is  reported  to  have  said  that  the  Co-operative 
movement  in  Britain  needed  an  aggressive  expansion  policy  if  it  was  to 
continue  to  hold  its  own  against  the  progress  of  the  multiple  stores.  The 
advertising  of  privately  made  goods,  he  said  (p.  2),  was  endangering  the 
loyalty  built  up  towards  Co-operative  productions,  adding  that  "  the  new 
generation  of  householders  are  becoming  mesmerised  by  the  sheer  volume 
and  intensity  of  the  advertising  of  a  wide  number  of  productions."  In 
those  few  sentences  the  speaker  has  raised  a  number  of  questions  that 
might  repay  examination.  First  of  all,  it  is  perhaps  difficult  for  one  who 
is  himself  neither  a  multiple  nor  a  Co-operative  store  to  differentiate 
between  "  privately  made "  goods,  manufactured  presumably  on  a  large 
scale  by  large  combines,  and  goods  of  Co-operative  manufacture,  but  the 
difference  is  evident  to  the  Co-operative  mind.  Nor  is  it  easy  to  see  how 
an  aggressive  expansion  policy  on  the  part  of  the  Co-operative  movement 
is  to  be  launched  without  a  costly  competing  in  the  mesmerism  by  an 
increased  volume  and  intensity  of  advertising  of,  one  must  assume,  a 
wide  number  of  productions.  It  is  evident,  from  a  casual  examination  of 
some  of  the  bigger  Co-operative  stores,  that  they  are  prepared  to  cash 
in  on  the  intensity  of  the  advertising  complained  of,  by  giving  prominent 
display  to  privately  made  goods  of  the  most  varied  description.  They 
could  not  hope  to  hold  their  own  against  the  multiple  stores  if  they  were 
not  themselves  multiple  stores  differing  only  in  their  ownership.  It  would 
appear,  from  published  figures,  that  loyalty  to  the  movement  is  not  in 
question,  and,  indeed,  Mr.  Stonehouse  makes  that  fact  clear  when  he 
stresses  "  loyalty  towards  Co-operative  productions." 

Wider  Still  and  Wider 

A  Christmas  shuffle  round  one  of  the  larger  multiple  stores — a  test 
of  endurance  I  would  commend  to  Sir  Edmund  Hillary  if  he  is  looking 
for  new  worlds  to  conquer — revealed  the  extraordinary  expansion  into 
every  conceivable  field  by  what  had  begun  as  a  drapery  store.  It  would 
be  possible,  if  one  were  so  inclined,  and  subject  of  course  to  complete 
physical  fitness,  to  buy  the  whole  of  one's  requirements  under  one  roof. 
No  pharmacist  could  hope  to  compete  with  the  infinite  variety  of  cosmetics, 
for  example,  where  a  whole  counter  is  devoted  to  the  products  of  one 
manufacturer,  and  many  such  firms  are  represented.  How,  one  begins 
to  wonder,  can  the  small  pharmacy,  privately  owned,  continue  to  exist? 
What  aggressive  expansion  policy  is  it  to  follow  if  it  is  in  the  suburbs 
and  not  even  on  a  main  shopping  thoroughfare?  Those  questions  are  not 
easy  to  answer,  but  the  late  Ian  Mackay,  columnist  par  excellence,  was 
very  near  the  mark  when  he  contrasted  the  multiple  store  with  the  family 
grocer  in  his  native  country  town,  who  had  a  personal  interest  in  the 
customer  and  the  family.  "  How  can  you  say  "  he  wrote,  "  '  Good  morning. 
Home  and  Colonial  Stores'  or  'It's  a  fine  day,  Mr.  Woolworth?'"  As 
he  put  it,  they  wouldn't  hear  you  if  you  did. 
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NORTHERN  IRELAND  HEALTH  BOARD 

Methods  of  dealing  with  illegible  prescriptions 


THE  Northern  Ireland  General  Health 
Services  Board,  at  a  meeting  in  Belfast 
on  December  30.  1957.  decided  that  the 
case  of  a  doctor's  illegible  prescriptions 
(see  C.  &  D.,  December  28,  1957, 
p.  685)  raised  at  the  November  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  and  referred  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Advisory  Committee — 
should  come  before  the  services  com- 
mittee. At  the  meeting  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical advisory  committee  the  assist- 
ant secretary  of  the  Board  reported 
the  recommendation  of  the  medical 
advisory  committee  that  chemists  in 
the  doctor's  area  should  be  informed 
that  payment  would  not  be  made  in 
future  for  illegible  prescriptions  dis- 
pensed. Mr.  H.  G.  Campbell  (chair- 
man) thought  the  problem  was  being 
approached  in  the  wrong  way  as  it  was 
possible  for  one  chemist  to  read  what 
another  could  not.  Mr.  W.  H.  Boyd 
said  the  matter  presented  a  serious 
problem.  He  thought  that  a  complaint 
against  the  doctor  should  be  referred 
to  the  services  committee  for  investi- 
gation and  also  that  the  regulations 
should  be  amended  to  cover  illegibility 
of  prescriptions.  The  committee  agreed 
that,  provided  a  chemist  had  ascer- 
tained what  a  doctor  had  prescribed 
and  had  endorsed  the  prescription  ac- 
cordingly, the  Board  should  pay  for 
the  prescription  dispensed. 

Not  the  Fault  of  Chemists 

Before  the  Board  adopted  the  min- 
utes and  the  recommendation  of  the 
pharmaceutical  advisory  committee, 
the  Secretary  said  the  committee  did 
not  feel  happy  about  any  action  being 
taken  which  in  any  way  might  incon- 
venience chemists.  It  was  not  the  fault 
of  chemists  that  a  doctor  wrote  badly. 

The  pharmaceutical  advisory  com- 
mittee were  also  informed  that  a  win- 
dow adjoining  a  doctor's  surgery  was 
still  dressed  by  a  chemist  with  pharma- 
ceutical and  cosmetic  products.  The 
same  case  had  been  considered  some 
time  before  and  the  committee  recom- 
mended (and  the  Board  agreed)  that 
the  chemist  concerned  should  be  in- 
formed that  they  would  give  continued 
consent  to  the  accommodation  arrange- 
ments only  if  the  use  of  the  window 
was  discontinued. 

A  report  to  the  committee  from  the 
pharmaceutical  officer  about  a  routine 
inspection  of  a  chemist's  shop  indica- 
ted that  a  doctor  was  regularly  seeing 
and  treating  patients  on  the  chemist's 
premises.  The  matter  had  been  con- 
sidered by  the  medical  advisory  com- 
mittee who  thought  that  a  complaint 
against  the  doctor  should  be  referred 
to  the  services  committee.  The  phar- 
maceutical advisory  committee  agreed 
with  that. 

It  was  reported  to  the  committee 
that  on  December  19,  1957,  a  phar- 
macy had  been  under  the  control  of  a 
person  whose  name  was  not  at  that 
time  on  the  Register  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Northern  Ireland.  The 
owner  of  the  pharmacy  had  expressed 
regret  for  his  omission  to  ensure  that 
the  person  was  in  fact  a  registered 
pharmacist.     After  consideration,  the 


Committee  recommended  that  the  cir- 
cumstances should  be  reported  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  committee  considered  corres- 
pondence in  connection  with  the  treat- 
ment by  a  doctor  with  penicillamine 
hydrochloride  of  a  patient  with  Wil- 
son's disease.  From  July  20  to  Novem- 
ber 30,  1957,  the  doctor  had  issued 
sixteen  prescriptions,  each  for  twenty 
capsules,  at  a  cost  to  the  Board  of 
£126  10s.  The  doctor  had  originally  ob- 
tained free  from  the  manufacturers  a 
supply  of  50  gm.  and  thereafter  had 
obtained  a  supply  on  prescription 
through  a  particular  chemist  by  ar- 
rangement with  the  manufacturers.  A 
letter  to  the  Board  from  the  manufac- 
turers stated  that,  in  view  of  the  speci- 
alised nature  of  the  product,  they 
were  not  anxious  at  the  moment  to 
supply  the  drug  generally.  The  phar- 
maceutical advisory  committee  agreed 
that,  although  the  supply  of  that  pro- 
duct had  required  special  arrange- 
ments with  one  chemist  and  the  pro- 
duct was  not  normally  available 
through  chemists  in  the  ordinary  way, 
it  had  been  supplied  under  the  pharma- 
ceutical services.  The  committee  fur- 
ther agreed  that  the  prescribing  of  the 
drug  should  be  referred  to  the  medical 
advisory  committee. 

The  Board  adopted  a  recommenda- 
tion of  the  services  committee  that  the 
sum  of  £5  5s.  should  be  recovered  from 
a  chemist.  The  Board  was  told  that  the 
complaint  arose  out  of  a  test  prescrip- 
tion not  having  been  dispensed  by  or 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  phar- 
macist. The  chemist  told  the  Commit- 
tee that  she  had  received  a  telephone 
call  asking  her  to  deliver  a  prescrip- 
tion. She  had  delivered  the  prescription 
and  had  been  absent  from  her  business 
premises  for  about  twenty  minutes.  The 
chemist  stated  that  she  did  all  the 
dispensing  herself  and  her  assistant 
had  been  instructed  not  to  dispense 
anything  during  her  absence.  In  a  com- 
plaint brought  by  a  patient  against  a 
firm  of  chemists,  the  services  commit- 


tee found  that  the  complainant  had 
presented  a  prescription  form  on  which 
the  chemists  dispensed,  inter  alia,  100 
Tromexan  tablets  300  mgm.;  that  the 
strength  of  the  Tromexan  tablets  pre- 
scribed was  50  mgm.;  and  that  the 
figures  and  letters  following  the  word 
"  Tromexan,"  although  not  entirely 
clear,  did  not  resemble  300.  The  com- 
mittee considered  that  the  chemists 
had  not  exercised  sufficient  care  in 
reading  the  prescription,  and  having 
considered  previous  cases  in  which  the 
chemists  had  been  found  to  be  in 
breach  of  their  terms  of  service,  re- 
commended that  they  should  be  warned 
to  exercise  greater  care  in  the  reading 
of  prescriptions.  The  committee 
thought  that,  had  the  doctor  written 
the  prescription  more  clearly,  no  diffi- 
culty would  have  arisen  and  felt  that 
the  attention  of  the  doctor  should  be 
drawn  to  what  had  occurred.

Cine  Camera  Theft 

At  Altrincham,  Ches,  magistrates' 
court  recently,  Stanley  Michael  Doyle, 
Didsbury,  was  found  guilty  of  stealing 
goods  from  shops  and  was  sent  to 
prison  for  twelve  months.  The  charges 
included  the  theft  of  a  cine  camera 
from  a  pharmacy  in  Stamford  New 
Road,  Altrincham.  A  statement  made 
by  Doyle  alleged  that  he  took  the 
camera  from  an  unlocked  display 
cabinet  while  the  chemist  was  making 
a  telephone  inquiry  for  him. 

Soap  Sales  "  To  Aid  Blind  " 

At  the  Central  Criminal  Court,  Lon- 
don, on  January  3,  Victor  George 
Tooth  was  sentenced  to  twelve  months', 
and  his  brother  Alan  L.  M.  Tooth 
to  nine  months'  imprisonment  for  con- 
spiring to  cheat  and  defraud  the  public 
by  selling  soap  claimed  to  have  been 
made  by  blind  persons.  The  prosecu- 
tion claimed  that  the  soap  had  been 
bought  from  a  private  company  and  the 
biothers'  only  link  with  the  blind  was 
that  they  employed  a  blind  man  to  pack 
some  of  the  soap. 
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INQUESTS 


"  Very  Large  "  Dose.  —  A  "  very 
large "  dose  of  barbiturate  had  been 
taken  at  one  time,  said  the  pathologist 
at  an  inquest  held  at  Epsom,  Surrey, 
recently,  on  Mrs.  Margaret  Eliza- 
beth Macgregor-Fairlie,  Castle  Avenue, 
Ewell,  who  had  been  found  dead  in 
bed  on  November  1,  1957.  It  was  stated 
that  Mrs.  Fairlie  had  been  in  poor 
health  for  a  long  time  and  receiving 
hospital  treatment.  She  had  been  given 
various  drugs,  mostly  barbiturates.  A 
verdict  of  suicide  was  recorded  by  the 
coroner. 

Boiiing  InhaHation  Overturns.  —  An 

elderly  woman  died  from  heart  failure 
as  the  result  of  an  accident  in  which 
she  upset  an  inhalation  of  eucalyptus 
oil  and  boiling  water  into  her  lap.  That 
was  the  finding  of  a  jury  at  an  inquest 
at  Park  Prewett  Hospital,  Basingstoke, 
Hants,  recently,  on  Mrs.  Helen 
Ada  Sims,  aged  seventy-nine,  West 
Byfleet,  Surrey.  Mrs.  Sims'  husband 
said  that  his  wife  had  made  an  inhala- 
tion of  oil  of  eucalyptus  in  boiling 
water.  She  had  put  a  blanket  over  her 
head  while  inhaling.  Mr.  Sims  had 
gone  out  of  the  room  to  fill  a  hot-water 
bottle.  On  hearing  a  scream,  he  rushed 
back  into  the  room  to  find  that  his 
wife  had  spilled  the  inhalation. 

"  Massive  Overdose "  of  Drugs.  — 

That  death  was  due  to  narcotic  poison- 
ing was  the  view  of  a  pathologist  giv- 
ing evidence  at  an  inquest  at  Kingston- 
on-Thames,  Surrey,  recently,  on 
Mr.  George  Victor  Wilson,  Kingston, 
who  was  found  dead  at  his  home.  In 
his  evidence  the  pathologist  said  that 
there  was  a  massive  overdose  of  aspirin 
and  a  barbiturate  in  the  stomach  and 
also  traces  of  alcohol.  Mrs.  Wilson 
said  that  her  husband  had  not 
been  eating  or  sleeping  properly.  The 
handwriting  on  a  note  found  near 
her  husband's  body  did  not  look 
like  his.  A  police  constable  who 
was  called  to  the  house  said  he 
found  Mr.  Wilson  lying  with  his  head 
against  the  chimney-breast.  On  a  table 
near  him  were  a  bottle,  a  glass  contain- 
ing some  grains  of  white  powder,  and 
a  note.  A  number  of  white  pills  and 
one  pink  one  were  scattered  about  the 
table  and  the  floor.  A  doctor  said  Mr. 
Wilson  had  visited  him  and  had  com- 
plained of  sleeping  badly.  He  had  pre- 
scribed thirty  barbiturate-type  tablets, 
one  to  be  taken  each  night.  He  had  no 
reason  to  think  that  Mr.  Wilson  had 
any  suicidal  tendency.  Recording  a 
verdict  of  suicide,  the  coroner  said  that 
there  was  no  evidence  of  disturbance  of 
the  mind. 

Cause  of  Explosion  Unknown.  —  No 

one  would  ever  know  the  cause  of  the 
explosion,  commented  the  coroner  at  an 
inquest  held  recently  at  Liverpool, 
on  a  man  who  lost  his  life  in  an  ex- 
plosion at  the  factory  of  E.  R.  Squibb 
&  Sons,  Woodend  Avenue,  Hunts 
Cross,  Liverpool.  Evidence  was  given 
that  shortly  before  the  explosion  the 
man,  Ronald  McLean,  aged  thirty-six, 
had  been  standing  near  a  container  of 
benzoyl  peroxide.  Near  his  body  a  box 
of  matches  was  found  in  an  overall 


pocket.  The  factory  rules  were  that  all 
matches  must  be  surrendered  on  enter- 
ing. Mr.  Francis  M.  Freeman  (produc- 
tion manager),  said  the  container  of 
benzoyl  peroxide  had  shattered.  The 
lid  had  gone  through  the  roof  and  lan- 
ded on  another  roof  100  ft.  away.  Mr. 
Thomas  D.  Manley  (research  chemist) 
said  benzoyl  peroxide  was  not  classi- 
fied as  an  explosive,  but  m  certain  cir- 
cumstances it  would  decompose 
violently.  That  would  happen  if  a 
single  granule  became  heated  by  a 
spark  or  blow,  and  the  explosion  might 
therefore  have  been  caused  by  someone 
scraping  the  lid  of  the  container  in  tak- 
ing it  off,  or  dropping  it,  or  by  hot  ash 
from  a  cigarette.  A  further  possibility 
was  that  McLean  might  have  leaned 
heavily  against  the  container  and  igni- 
ted some  of  the  matches.  A  verdict  of 
accidental  death  was  recorded  by  the 
coroner. 

Death  from  Wasp  Sting.  —  Four 
deaths  from  wasp  stings  occurred  in 
Britain  during  1957,  according  to  a 
pathologist  who  gave  evidence  at  an  in- 
quest at  Woking,  Surrey,  in  the  autumn 
of  1957.  The  inquest  was  on  Mr.  Ray- 
mond A.  Hayden,  45  Mead  Lane  Cara- 
van Park,  Chertsey,  whose  death  oc- 
curred after  such  a  sting.  Mr.  H.  E. 
Shaw  stated  at  the  inquest  that  on  Octo- 
ber 17,  with  Mr.  Hayden,  he  was  doing 
some  hedging  work  in  a  garden  at 
Chobham.  Mr.  Hayden  was  stung  on 
the  hand  by  a  wasp,  which  he  could 
not  brush  off  because  it  was  inside  his 
glove.  About  ten  minutes  later  Mr. 
Shaw  heard  "  a  kind  of  rattle  "  from 
Mr.  Hayden,  and  on  going  to  him, 
found  him  lying  on  his  back,  uncon- 
scious. After  going  for  help  and  re- 
turning with  a  blanket  to  cover  Mr. 
Hayden,  he  could  find  no  sign  of  life. 
At  the  inquest  was  produced  a  Norwe- 
gian wasp  recovered  from  Mr.  Hay- 
den's  glove.  The  pathologist  said  that 
he  found  the  mark  of  a  recent  wasp 
sting  above  a  vein  on  the  back  of  the 
hand.  If  a  person  had  been  stung  some 
time  previously,  and  a  subsequent  sting 
punctured  a  vein,  fatal  anaphylactic 
shock  might  occur,  as  it  had  in  that 
case.  The  coroner,  who  recorded  a 
verdict  of  accidental  death,  remarked 
that  gardeners  as  a  class  were  probably 
stung  thousands  of  times  in  a  year,  but 
the  stings  rarely  proved  fatal 

Carbrital  Overdose.  —  The  equiva- 
lent of  eighteen  capsules  of  carbrital 
was  taken  by  Mrs.  Lydia  Kelly,  19  May 
Crescent,  Ash,  Surrey,  on  whom  an  in- 
quest was  held  at  Farnham  on  Nov- 
ember 9,  1957.  Her  husband  said  at  the 
inquest  that,  on  returning  from  work 
on  October  21,  he  found  his  wife  lying 
beside  the  clothes  boiler,  unconscious. 
The  gas  tap  was  turned  on.  In  the  bed- 
room he  found  two  empty  boxes  that 
had  contained  sleeping  tablets.  Since 
her  mother's  death  two  years  previ- 
ously, said  Mr.  Kelly,  his  wife  had 
been  suffering  from  nervous  depression. 
She  was  removed  to  Farnham  Hospital, 
where  she  died  next  day,  a  post-mortem 
examination  establishing  that  death  was 
due  to  an  overdose  of  carbrital.  The 
deputy  coroner  said  that  he  was  satis- 


fied that  death  was  due  to  the  carbrital 
and  not  to  the  coal-gas  that  had  been 
inhaled.  A  verdict  of  suicide  was  re- 
corded. 

Massive  Overdose  of  Barbiturate.  — 

A  massive  excess  of  drugs  prescribed 
for  him  had  been  taken  by  Mr.  E.  R. 
England,  36  Woodhaw,  Egham,  Surrey, 
said  the  coroner  at  the  inquest  at  Chert- 
sey on  November  9,  1957.  One  could 
not  say,  said  the  coroner,  that  the  drugs 
might  have  been  taken  accidentally. 
The  quantity  taken  had  been  very 
large  indeed  and  obviously  taken 
deliberately.  Mrs.  England  said  her 
husband  had  served  in  the  Army,  rising 
to  the  rank  of  Major.  He  had  been 
wounded,  and  had  developed  polio- 
myelitis. He  had  suffered  from  severe 
headaches  which  she  thought  affected 
his  mental  outlook,  and  from  depres- 
sion and  insomnia.  All  the  doctors  who 
had  treated  him  had  prescribed  sleep- 
ing tablets.  On  the  day  of  his  death 
she  found  him  lying  deeply  asleep  in 
mid-morning  and,  being  unable  to 
rouse  him,  sent  for  the  doctor.  A  doc- 
tor said  he  had  been  treating  Mr.  Eng- 
land for  headache  and  insomnia.  He 
had  prescribed  sodium  Amytal,  and 
more  recently  other  tablets,  not  barbi- 
turates. A  verdict  of  suicide  was 
returned. 

Security  Arrangements  Criticised.  — 
The  deputy  coroner  for  Wiltshire,  at 
an  inquest  at  Chippenham  on  Novem- 
ber 26,  1957,  on  Edward  T.  Callaway 
asked,  in  returning  a  suicide  verdict, 
that  the  laboratory  superintendent  of 
Westinghouse  Brake  and  Signal  Co., 
Ltd.,  Chippenham,  where  Callaway  was 
employed,  should  tighten  up  security  ar- 
rangements regarding  poisons.  Evidence 
had  been  given  that  the  company  used 
sodium  cyanide  for  hardening  steel.  It 
came  in  the  shape  of  egg-shaped  lumps 
and  was  kept  in  a  store  in  the  heat- 
treatment  shop.  The  laboratory  super- 
intendent gave  instructions  for  poisons 
to  be  kept  under  lock  and  key,  the 
keys  to  be  in  the  possession  of  the 
heads  of  the  departments  concerned. 
When  required  for  use,  the  head  of  the 
department  unlocked  the  store  and 
made  it  available  for  use.  After  use  the 
residue  from  furnaces  was  placed  in 
drums  to  be  returned.  Those  had  pre- 
viously been  kept  outside  the  harden- 
ing shop.  Since  the  "  occurrence,"  all 
drums  were  being  kept  inside  the  store. 
The  drums  were  clearly  marked 
"  poison." 

No  Poison  in  Body. — An  open  ver- 
dict was  recorded  by  the  Northampton 
borough  coroner  at  an  inquest  on  Nov- 
ember 19,  1957,  on  William  Frederick 
Moss,  a  director  and  manager  of  C.  W. 
Wolfe,  Ltd.,  chemists,  227  Welling- 
borough Road,  Northampton,  who 
early  the  previous  morning  had  been 
found  dead  in  the  shop  cellar.  It  was 
stated  in  evidence  that  the  door  of  the 
poisons  cupboard  in  the  shop  cellar  was 
open.  Death  was  stated  to  be  due  to 
heart  failure  and  pulmonary  oedema, 
though  it  was  not  possible  to  find 
sufficient  heart  trouble  that  would  cause 
what  seemed  to  have  been  a  sudden 
death.  No  trace  of  drugs  or  poison  was 
found  in  the  body.

Bottles  for  N.H.S.  Dispensing 

Sir, — It  is  high  time  the  question  of 
bottles  for  National  Health  Service  dis- 
pensing was  settled  for  good.  We  buy 
"  washed  and  sterilised  "  bottles  for  up 
to  ten  pence  each,  and  get  about  10 
per  cent,  of  them  back  again — neither 
washed  nor  sterilised.  The  Ministry 
allows  about  l}d.  per  script.  Even 
allowing  for  the  fact  that  a  good  many 
scripts  require  no  bottle,  every  dispens- 
ing chemist  must  lose  many  f's  each 
year.  I  recently  made  a  verbal  appeal 
to  each  person  whom  I  knew  to  be 
hoarding  my  bottles.  One  brought  in  a 
basket  containing  ten  20-oz.  plain  bot- 
tles. She  had  been  presenting  a  weekly 
prescription  for  two  pints  of  medicine! 
The  Ministry  could  send  crates  of  bot- 
tles to  each  N.H.S.  doctor,  in  say  four 
sizes  only.  He  could  be  instructed  to 
write  a  prescription  for  a  specified 
amount,  and  hand  the  patient  a  new 
bottle  to  be  taken  to  the  dispensing 
chemist  of  his  choice.  The  empty  bottle 
could  be  handed  to  the  dustman  (as  at 
present).  He  could  keep  all  bottles  sep- 
arate and  at  the  disposal  yard  they 
could  be  sorted  and  finally  collected 
by  H.M.  Bottle  Washers,  who  would 
presumably  not  be  pharmacists.  This 
is  just  one  idea — perhaps  readers  can 
suggest  others.

In  my  ap- 
prenticeship days  in  1916  we  had  a  reg- 
ular sale  for  the  remedy,  and  it  was 
made  from  equal  parts  of  syrup,  simp- 
lex, spt.  aeth.  nit.,  and  tinct.  rhei  co.  I 
still  use  the  same  formula  today,  and, 
roughly  speaking,  sell  about  a  dozen 
1-oz.  bottles  per  week,  with  instructions 
to  take  a  teaspoonful  in  a  little  cold 
water.  I  have  always  kept  this  remedy 
in  stock,  but  have  noticed  that,  over  the 
past  year  or  two,  the  popularity  of  the 
product  seems  definitely  to  have  in- 
creased. As  to  the  origin,  I  cannot  ven- 
ture an  opinion.

Sir,  —  With  reference  to  Xrayser's 
queries  on  Indian  brandy,  this  prepara- 
tion is  quite  frequently  asked  for  in  and 
around  Manchester,  and  in  the  Wirral 
area.  The  formula  which  is  given  is,  in 
my  experience,  invariably  that  given  in 
the  "  Pharmaceutical  Pocket  Book  "  and 
the  "  Chemists'  Dictionary  of  Syno- 
nyms "  (i.e.,  equal  parts  of  tinct.  rhei 
co.,  spt.  aether,  nit.  and  syrup,  simp.). 
I  understand  that  it  is  usually  labelled 
with  a  mis-spelling  of  the  word 
"  brandy,"  so  that  there  shall  be  no 
suggestion  that  it  is  a  preparation  or

PHARMACEUTICAL  EDUCATIONAL  POLICY 

Dartford  Branch  papers  and  discussion 


THE  Pharmaceutical  Society's  educa- 
tional policy  was  discussed  at  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Dartford  Branch  of  the 
Society  held  recently.  Introducing 
the  subject,  Mr.  D.  Stephenson  (chair- 
man) said  that  the  Colleges  of  Advanced 
Technology  which  had  a  pharmacy 
school  would  probably  be  expected  to 
offer  a  diploma  in  pharmaceutical  tech- 
nology, the  course  for  which  would 
occupy  three  years.  He  suggested  that 
the  meeting  should  bear  that  in  mind. 

Mr.  M.  P.  Earles  (Chelsea  College 
of  Advanced  Technology)  gave  an  edu- 
cationalist's point  of  view,  and  Mr.  A. 
Howells  the  opinion  of  the  proprietor. 

In  his  paper  Mr.  Earles  recalled  that 
in  1941  the  committee  set  up  to  investi- 
gate the  practice  and  organisation  of 
pharmacy  stated  that  "  admission  to  the 
Register  would  be  either  through  the 
Society's  examination  or  through  a 
University  degree,  but  admission 
through  the  degree  would  be  the  rule 
rather  than  the  exception."  That  pre- 
diction appeared  accurate  for  in  1956 
there  were  264  degree  students  (in  their 
first  year)  compared  with  563  first-year 
Ph.C.  students.  In  September  1947  a 
Branch  Representatives'  conference 
voted  in  favour  of  a  motion  accepting 
the  new  educational  policy  of  the 
Society.  Thus  the  die  was  cast  in  1947 
and  a  significant  step  was  taken,  insti- 
tuting an  educational  policy  worthy  of 
a  profession  and  the  only  argument 
left  arose  from  the  question  "  is  this 
the  right  time  to  add  another  year  to 
the  diploma  course?  "  Pointing  out 
that  in  1956,  the  Burnham  report  for 
further  education  no  longer  listed  the 
diploma  as  the  equivalent  of  a  degree, 
Mr.  Earles  made  a  plea  for  the  three- 
year  course  for  the  diploma,  pointing 
out  the  advantages  which  would  follow 
for  students,  teachers,  and  all  those  who 
practised  pharmacy. 

Wrongly  Timed 

Mr.  A.  Howells  said  that  there  was 
no  objection  to  the  changes  in  entrance 
requirements.  There  was  little  opposi- 
tion to  the  extension  of  the  academic 
course  for  the  diploma  except  that  of 
the  time  chosen  to  make  the  change. 
He  and  many  others  were  concerned 
lest  the  introduction  in  March  1958  of 
the  extended  academic  course  should 
result  in  large  numbers  of  students  pre- 
ferring to  take  the  degree  with  its 
glamour  and  status.  Of  the  degree 
students  how  many  could  be  expected 
to  take  up  retail  practice?  He  doubted 
also  whether  many  students  taking  the 
new  diploma  would  turn  to  retail. 
Where  then,  was  the  Ministry  of  Health 
to  obtain  contractors  to  dispense  for 
the  nation?  Already  in  hospitals,  the 
National  Health  Service  was  pharma- 
ceutically  undermanned.  It  was  signi- 
ficant that  a  Whitley  Council  committee 
was  sounding  the  status  of  assistants  in 
dispensing.  One  day  a  Government 
might  seek  to  fill  the  want  by  introduc- 
ing dilution  by  qualifications  of  its 
own.  Was  pharmacy,  he  asked,  heading 
for  a  situation  where  EClO's  would  be 
issued  in  different  colours,  the  white 
form  to  be  dispensed  by  an  assistant  in 
dispensing,  the  blue  one  by  a  techni- 


cian, and  only  the  red  ones  presented 
to  the  pharmacist?  The  Society  might 
not  recognise  any  diploma  in  Tech- 
nology, but  that  was  not  to  say  that 
the  Government  would  not. 

Undoubtedly,  said  Mr.  Howells,  the 
three-year  course  would  give  the  ad- 
vantages Mr.  Earles  claimed  but  it 
would  not  produce  pharmacists  for  re- 
tail practice.  Also  if  the  diploma  was 
lost,  the  Society  would  lose  control  of 
education.  It  would  become  a  rubber 
stamp  authority,  nothing  more.  The 
meeting  had  been  told  that  nothing 
could  be  taught  in  the  shop  which 
could  not  be  taught  in  the  school  but 
he  profoundly  disagreed  with  that  view. 
He  asked  that  the  Society  should  post- 
pone the  implementation  of  the  three- 
year  course  until  all  the  Branches  had 
had  an  opportunity  of  discussing  it  and 
that  a  Branch  Representatives'  confer- 
ence should  be  called  some  time  before 
March,  to  be  followed  next  day  by  a 
special  general  meeting  at  which  a  vote 
could  be  taken. 

No  Improved  Status 

Mr.  J.  Simpson  (vice-chairman)  said 
that  the  Council  of  the  Society  should 
represent  the  membership  and  that 
members  should  express  their  opinions 
for  or  against  the  new  educational 
policy.  The  status  of  pharmacy,  he 
felt,  would  not  be  improved  by  making 
the  diploma  equivalent  to  a  degree. 
There  was  a  degree  already.  In  retail 
pharmacy  it  would  be  better  to  retain 
the  present  diploma  course  and  give  a 
longer  period  of  training  in  the  phar- 
macy and  in  the  hospitals. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Watson  wondered  what 
was  to  be  got  from  the  increased  educa- 
tional standards,  because  in  retail 
pharmacy  they  were  subject  to  pressures 
outside  their  control.  Medicaments  were 
manufactured  in  increasing  proportion 
and  handed  out  as  received.  Pharma- 
cists worked  to  a  very  simple  National 
Formulary  and  in  consequence  did 
little  extemporaneous  dispensing.  If 
pharmacy  was  to  continue  along  those 
lines  no  advanced  diplomas  were  neces- 
sary: the  pharmacist  population  should 
be  asked  whether  they  were  satisfied 
with  pharmacy  as  it  was. 

Mr.  L.  G.  Murphy  said  it  had  always 
been  a  duty  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  maintain  a  pharmaceutical 
service.  As  a  professional  body  the 
Society  regulated  the  influx  of  new 
members.  If  the  qualification  of  the 
pharmacist  was  going  to  be  met  more 
and  more  through  the  degree,  the 
Society  would  lose  at  least  part  of  its 
power  of  controlling  the  influx.  He 
suggested  to  Mr.  Watson  that  a  general 
principle  in  any  professional  body  was 
that  the  knowledge  of  its  members 
should  extend  considerably  beyond  that 
used  in  practice. 

Mr.  W.  A.  Smith  thought  that  dilu- 
tion, although  not  recognised,  was  a 
fact.  Regulations  required  dispensing  to 
be  carried  out  by  or  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  registered  pharmacist;  super- 
vision was  frequently  not  what  it  should 
be.  Entrants  for  pharmacy  degrees 
came  from  the  grammar-schools  and 
he  had  found  from  local  experience 


that  headmasters  and  everybody  con- 
nected with  careers  thought  poorly  of 
pharmacy. 

Mr.  S.  Ackers  said  that  with  the  ex- 
tension of  the  course  there  would  be 
even  fewer  places  available  to  students. 
There  were  many  would-be  students  in 
Kent  for  whom  there  were  no  places. 

Mr.  G.  Watchorne  stated  that  a  lot 
of  work  was  carried  out  in  a  hospital 
dispensary  by  assistants  who  were 
capable  and  reliable.  He  felt  there 
should  be  control  of  those  people  by 
the  Society.  The  day  might  come  when 
the  doctor  would  diagnose  and  the 
pharmacist  prescribe.  In  his  advisory 
capacity  he  frequently  did  what  amoun- 
ted to  prescribing.  He  had  mixed  feel- 
ings on  the  subject  but  favoured  two 
qualifications. 

Mr.  R.  E.  Griffiths  thought  that 
emphasis  had  been  put  on  actual  dis- 
pensing while  the  advice  and  help  given 
in  cases  of  minor  ill-health  and  the 
knowledge  necessary  to  answer  agricul- 
tural and  veterinary  questions  was  being 
overlooked.  The  course  should  be 
lengthened  and  practical  training 
should  come  before  academic. 

Mr.  E.  J.  Blake  said  that  the  reason 
that  pharmacy  was  so  unpopular  with 
the  grammar  schools  was  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  insistence  upon  a 
foreign  language  in  the  General  Cer- 
tificate of  Education.  The  educational 
policy  of  the  Society,  he  thought,  was 
entirely  wrong,  and  a  Council  should 
be  elected  with  quite  different  views. 
Miss  H.  Elliston  pleaded  for  a  stan- 
dardised practical  training. 

Mr.  Howells  then  moved  the  reso- 
lution "  That  this  meeting  of  the  Dart- 
ford Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  requests  the  Council  to  delay 
action  on  the  proposed  three-vear 
course  for  the  Ph.C.  diploma  until  the 
membership  have  had  adequate  oppor- 
tunity to  consider  the  proposals  and 
express  their  views."  The  motion  was 
carried,  seventeen  voting  in  favour, 
three  against  with  five  abstaining.

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Thallium  as  Poison 

The  Council  of  the  American  Medical  Association  re- 
cently authorised  publication  of  a  report  by  its  pesti- 
cides committee  on  the  risks  of  thallium  poisoning  due 
more  particularly  to  its  inclusion  in  baits  based  on  food 
products  that  are  also  "  quite  acceptable  to  children  and 
pets."  During  the  past  two  years  there  was  "  an  alarm- 
ing incidence  of  such  poisonings  in  the  State  of  Texas" 
and  the  committee  takes  the  view  that  "  the  public  wel- 
fare would  not  be  penalised  "  by  discouraging  the  use 
of  thallium  as  a  household  chemical,  since  other  effec- 
tive and  less  toxic  rodenticides  and  insecticides  are 
available. 

When  thallium  ceased  to  be  used  as  an  internal 
medicament  and  depilatory  there  was  a  marked  fall  in 
the  number  of  accidental  injuries  attributable  to  the 
element.  Its  principal  uses  today  are  in  the  control  of 
rats,  mice,  moles,  ants  and  cockroaches.  Thallium  sul- 
phate containing  approximately  80  per  cent,  of  the 
metal,  is  the  usual  form  used.  It  has  an  astringent  taste 
apparently  not  objectionable  to  rodents  or  insects  in  the 
concentrations  present  in  baits,  and  acts  as  a  general 
cell  poison  with  cumulative  properties.  The  amounts  of 
thallium  contained  on  poisoned  grain  used  as  bait  are 
understood  to  be  non-injurious  to  soil  and  plants. 
Readily  absorbed  through  the  skin  and  from  the  alimen- 
tary tract,  thallium  is  distributed  to  all  tissues,  especially 
the  muscles,  spleen,  and  kidneys.  It  accumulates  to 
some  extent  in  the  skin  and  hair.  Symptoms  of  acute 
poisoning  generally  conform  to  those  of  heavy  metal 
poisoning,  though  they  develop  slowly  after  several 
hours  or  up  to  two  days.  Death  can  occur  in  a  few  days 
or  be  delayed  several  weeks  and  recovery  from  thallium 
poisoning  is  also  slow,  taking  six  months  or  more.  Loss 
of  hair,  the  most  familiar  sign  of  thallium  intoxication, 
usually  appears  in  the  first  ten  to  fourteen  days.  Three 
deaths  and  well  over  sixty  serious  thallium  poisoning 
cases  in  small  children  occurred  in  the  United  States  in 
1957. 

"  When  thallium  products  are  needed  for  the  con- 
trol of  highly  resistant  species  of  insects  and  rodents," 
states  the  report,  "  they  should  be  subject  to  the  type  of 
restriction  invoked  for  very  dangerous  substances, 
namely,  use  by  experienced  personnel  familiar  with  its 
hazards  and  trained  in  its  handling."  In  Britain,  of 
course,  thallium  is  a  scheduled  poison  in  all  proportions, 
but  the  controls  under  existing  poisons  legislation 
naturally  do  not  prevent  baits  from  falling  into  the 
hands  of  children,  and  special  attention  should  be  given 
by  authorised  sellers  to  ensure  that  purchasers  have  that 
risk  brought  to  their  notice.

A  Burst  Pipe  in  the  Rota  Service 

Exactly  what  lessons  are  to  be  learned  by  chemists  gen- 
erally from  a  recent  unprecedented  situation  in  the 
pharmaceutical  service  under  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice at  Exeter  (p.  29),  it  is  a  little  difficult  at  the  moment 
to  suggest. 

On  the  local  aspects  of  the  emergency — in  which  a 
sizeable  queue  formed  outside  the  rota-duty  pharmacy 
— we  cannot,  of  course,  express  an  opinion,  especially 
as  it  appears  that  the  secretary  of  the  Local  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  has  promised  the  public  an  investi- 
gation. Members  of  other  Pharmaceutical  Committees, 
however,  will  be  quick  to  appreciate  that  what  has 
happened  once,  and  in  one  place,  may  happen  again, 
and  elsewhere.  It  could  hardly  have  been  predicted 
at  Exeter,  we  imagine,  that  so  many  patients  should 
have  ignored  a  morning  opportunity  for  using  services 
provided  under  a  rota  at  six  pharmacies,  and  should 
have  concentrated  on  the  only  pharmacy  at  which  an 
afternoon  duty  was  being  done.  The  situation  became 
rather  like  a  rush  of  passengers  to  one  side  of  a  ship. 
Historically  that  has  caused  disaster,  and  has  no  doubt 
led  in  turn  to  modifications  in  vessel  design  to  prevent 
or  lessen  the  likelihood  of  its  recurrence.  In  organising 
a  rota  it  is  not  easy  to  propose  modifications  to  meet 
such  an  emergency,  since  it  could  just  as  easily  have 
happened,  presumably,  that  the  rush  came  in  the  morn- 
ing, while  the  preponderance  of  rota  openings  was  in 
the  afternoon.  The  local  circumstances  would  need  to 
be  studied  to  discover  any  element  of  predictability 
in  the  movements  of  customers,  but  in  any  case  it  does 
not  follow  that  what  holds  for  one  occasion  will  neces- 
sarily be  true  on  another.  No  blame,  obviously,  can 
attach  to  a  Pharmaceutical  Committee  that  in  good 
faith  provides  a  service  reasonably  designed  to  meet 
the  public  needs.  Unfortunately,  that  will  not  prevent 
the  public  from  criticising,  it  may  be  unjustly,  and  the 
hope  must  always  be  present  that  prompt  action  in 
an  emergency  (and  the  Clerk  to  the  Executive  Council 
at  Exeter  seems  to  have  reacted  commendably  to  a 
difficult  situation)  will  keep  compaints  down. 

Cheques  and  Receipts 

The  Cheques  Act,  1957,  provides  that  an  unendorsed 
cheque  which  appears  to  have  been  paid  by  the  banker 
on  whom  it  is  drawn  is  evidence  that  the  sum  payable  by 
the  cheque  has  been  received  by  the  payee.  The  previously 
implied  general  obligation  (apart  from  some  exceptions) 
to  issue  a  receipt  when  it  is  specifically  requested  is  not 
rendered  obsolete  by  the  Act.  The  practice  of  making 
no  acknowledgement  of  a  payment  is  now  being  widely 
followed.  Where  the  practice  would  be  to  return  the 
cheque  after  payment  the  returned  cheque  could  re- 
place the  receipt  for  accountancy  purposes  and  be 
attached  to  the  creditor's  statement  or/ and  invoice(s). 
Further  light  on  this  matter  is  thrown  by  the  answer 
to  an  inquirer  as  published  on  p.  45.  Those  who  wish 
to  bring  completely  up  to  date  the  "  Accounts  System 
for  Retailers  "  that  is  included  in  the  C.  &  D.  Diary 
and  Year-book  1958,  should  cut  out  this  comment  and 
the  "  Business  Question  "  referred  to  and  append  them 
to  the  Diary  article. 
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Compensation  for  Trade  Disturbances 

Besides  having  the  power  to  make,  and  the  liability  for 
making,  payments  by  way  of  compensation  for  land 
and  property  acquired,  a  local  authority  may  make  dis- 
cretionary payments  to  persons  affected  by  those  pro- 
visions of  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  that  relate  to 
demolition  and  closing  orders  and  to  clearance  and 
redevelopment  areas.  The  payments  are  authorised 
under  Sections  32,  63  and  100  of  the  Act,  and  those 
sections  are  almost  identical  in  their  wording.  Where 
any  person  is  displaced  from 

(a)  a  house  in  which  any  trade  or  business  is  carried 
on  (house  and  shop  combined)  and  in  respect  of 
which  a  demolition  or  closing  order  has  been 
made  ;  or 

(b)  a  house  or  other  building  (lock-up  shop,  office  or 
warehouse)  to  which  a  clearance  order  applies  ;  or 

(c)  a  house  or  other  building  which  has  been  purchased 
by  the  local  authority  for  the  provision  of  housing 
accommodation ; 

then  the  local  authority  is  empowered  to  pay  such 
"  reasonable  allowance  "  as  it  thinks  fit  "  towards  re- 
moval expenses."  The  council  may  also  make  some 
compensation  for  the  loss  sustained  by  reason  of  the 


disturbance  of  a  person's  trade  or  business  through  his 
having  to  quit  the  house  or  building.  In  assessing  the 
loss  the  local  authority  must  take  into  consideration  the 
availability  of  other  premises  suitable  for  the  person's 
trade  or  business. 

An  additional  provision  contained  in  Section  63  per- 
mits a  council  to  make  an  allowance  to  a  person  carry- 
ing on  a  retail  shop  in  a  locality  where,  by  reason  of 
clearance,  the  population  has  materially  decreased.  The 
council  may  pay  such  reasonable  sum  as  it  thinks  fit 
towards  any  loss  involving  personal  hardship,  but  in 
arriving  at  a  figure  for  such  loss  the  council  must  have 
regard  to  the  probable  future  development  of  the  local- 
ity. Pharmacists  who  are  likely  to  be  affected  by  any  of 
the  provisions  mentioned  would  be  well  advised  to  en- 
gage a  valuer  to  submit  claims.  It  often  saves  fees  to  do 
that  in  company  with  other  tradespeople. 

Sometimes  a  local  authority  refuses  to  make  any 
allowance  whatsoever,  either  for  removal  expenses  or 
loss  suffered  by  disturbance  to  trade.  When  that  hap- 
pens the  claimant,  or  his  solicitor  or  valuer,  can  write 
to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  ask- 
ing him  to  intervene  in  an  effort  to  persuade  the  council 
to  relax  its  rule.  But  if  the  council  continues  adamant 
in  its  refusal  there  is  little  else  that  can  be  done.

With  something  like  600  Services  pharmacists  understood 
to  be  about  to  swell  the  ranks  of  their  civilian  colleagues, 
the  news  comes  of  one  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety who  would  rather  remain  in  uniform.

Has  retail  pharmacy  been  reduced  to  that  stage  of 
unattractiveness  ? 


evidently  a  man  modest  of  his  attainments  for  contempor- 
aries spoke  of  him  as  the  Genius  ohne  Posaune  (genius 
without  a  trombone). 


At  Amsterdam  150  years  ago  (on  January  15,  1808)  there 
died  a  physician  who  made  several  original  contributions 
to  chemistry.  Johann  Rudolph  Deiman  was  in  1785  awarded 
a  prize  in  Paris  for  an  essay  on  the  use  of  cinchona  bark 
in  intermittent  fever.  He  was  the  first,  in  1789,  with  the 
Amsterdam  merchant  Adriaan  Paets  van  Troostwijk,  to 
decompose  water  into  hydrogen  and  oxygen  by  the  use  of 
static  electricity,  and  in  1795  he  obtained  olefiant  gas  by 
heating  alcohol  with  sulphuric  acid.  Deiman  was  born  at 
Hagen,  East  Friesland,  on  August  29,  1743.  and  studied 
medicine  at  Halle  where  he  obtained  the  M.D.  in  1776.  Louis 
Napoleon,  when  king  of  Holland,  made  Deiman  his  medi- 
cal attendant.  Fifty  years  before  Deiman's  death  there  died 
a  writer  on  medical  and  pharmacological  subjects  with  an 
impressive  array  of  published  contributions  to  his  credit. 
Johann  Gottfried  Brendel,  who  died  at  Gottingen,  Ger- 
many. January  17,  1758,  was  the  son  of  a  doctor.  Born  at 
Wittemberg  in  February  1712,  he  in  turn  became  a  medical 
man  bv  graduating  M.D.  in  1736.  Brendel  became 
personal  physician  to  the  King  of  England  and  the  Elector 
of  Brunswick.  His  writings  include  De  Phosphoro  urinario 
(1747),  De  Aristis  Chemico-pharmaceutis  (1751),  and  De 
Sulphure  Aurato  Antimonii  Non  Vomitorio  (1757).  He  was

AN  UNSCRIPTED  COMMENTARY  ON  THE 
SPECIAL  PROBLEMS  OF  THE  PHARMACIST 
IN    RETAIL  PRACTICE 

E.  C.  TENNER 


IN  the  very  middle  of  winter  we  are  face  to  face  with 
the  settlement  of  accounts  for  the  goods  we  sold  so 
happily  at  Christmas.  On  the  top  of  our  files  are  de- 
mands for  the  payment  of  rates  and  income  tax  (schedules 
A  and  D).  The  bank  charges  on  our  reduced  overdraft 
have  proved  higher  than  ever  before.  Shall  we  get  our 
annual  medical  bottle  order  in  before  there  is  another  rise 
in  prices?  This  is  a  normal  January,  in  other  words,  and 
as  usual  we  must  be  concerned  with  the  New  Year  prospects. 

What  are  the  omens?  Some  say  there  may  be  a  return 
of  the  'flu  epidemic  in  February  or  March;  if  there  is,  shall 
we  be  paid  a  fair  price  for  our  Health  Service  dispensing? 
In  view  of  the  veto  by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  the  Health 
Service  Clerical  and  Administrative  Workers'  pay  award, 
can  we  have  any  confidence  that  we  should  receive  a  Whit- 
ley Council  award  even  if  one  were  made?  A  General 
Election  is  beginning  to  cast  its  shadow  over  the  country. 
Charges  for  EC  10  items  will  be  an  election  issue,  and  there 
could  easily  develop  fresh  discussions  of  the  laws  controlling 
price  maintenance.  The  future  of  the  principle  that  the 
pharmacist  is  the  proper  distributor  of  medicines  will  defin- 
itely be  seriously  affected  by  the  findings  of  the  inquiry 
that  is  about  to  take  place  into  the  Chemists  Federation. 
Those  signs  and  portents  mean  that,  by  January  1959,  the 
face  of  retail  pharmacy  could  be  vastly  different.  More  and 
more  I  am  impressed  that,  in  order  to  survive  in  business 
in  these  days,  we  must  be  quick  to  adapt  ourselves  to 
rapidly  changing  circumstances.  In  our  fathers'  time,  the 
conditions  of  shop-keeping  and  the  merchandise  itself, 
changed  only  slightly  from  one  year  to  another.  The  first 
ingredient  of  modern  success  is  to  appreciate  that  those  days 
are  long  since  gone. 

How  can  I  adapt  myself  and  my  business  to  prosper  in  the 
changes  to  come?  I  have  final  control  over  so  little  in  the 
practice  of  my  profession.  There  are  my  education  and 
skills,  which  I  must  continually  improve;  there  is  my  busi- 
ness efficiency,  which  neeeds  continual  polishing;  there  are 
also  my  traditions  and  standards,  which  are  the  only  real 
measure  of  my  prestige.  Those  intangibles  are  my  greatest 
assets,  and  nothing  and  no-one  but  myself  can  devalue 
them.  They  alone  can  uphold  me  in  the  jungle  warfare  of 
retail  trade  in  these  days. 

In  the  cold  January  weather  we  shall  now  be  discussing 
what  we  consider  to  be  the  results  of  the  television  adver- 
tisements of  our  Christmas  gift  departments.  I  do  not  think 
it  is  likely  that  we  shall  or  can  be  given  the  comparative 
figures  of  the  sales  of  the  co-operating  manufacturers  to 
private  chemists  for  their  Christmas  trade  for  1956  and 
1957.  We  can  only  be  sure  each  of  his  own  sales.  Know- 
ledge of  the  advertising  scheme  came  too  late  to  most  of  us 
to  influence  our  Christmas  buying.  I  know  of  one  large 
pharmacy  that  has  for  many  years  catered  especially  for 
Christmas  gift  buyers,  and  there,  as  I  would  have  expected, 
Christmas  1957  sales  were  only  slightly  greater  than  those 
of  1956.  It  might,  of  course,  be  argued  that  the  impact  of 
Messrs.  Boots'  T.V.  advertising  would  have  reduced  those 
sales  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  N.P.U.  scheme.  Again,  I 
know  of  two  smaller  pharmacies  which  also  co-operated  in 
that  scheme  and  which  increased  their  Christmas  sales  by 
from  15  to  20  per  cent.  I  have  not  yet  heard  of  any  who 
say  tHat,  having  co-operated,  they  have  done  less  Christmas 


trade  than  last  year.  Many  thousands  of  pounds  have  now 
been  spent  popularising  the  N.P.U.  carboy  symbol  in  the 
public  eye,  and  it  will  be  a  pity  if  it  cannot  again  be  used 
to  try  to  stimulate  the  trade  of  the  private  chemist  long 
before  next  Christmas.  Perhaps  the  first  of  the  promised 
N.P.U.  packs  of  competitively  priced  commodities  will  be 
on  the  market  when  you  read  this.  I  hope  so.  The  symbol 
must  not  be  allowed  to  grow  cold. 

On  Christmas  morning  I  left  a  pharmacy  that  still  strongly 
reflected  the  Christmas  gift  trade  and  delivered  some  urgent 
medicine  into  a  sick  room.  I  felt  most  gratified  to  be  able 
to  give  professional  service  in  such  a  way.  What  a  queer 
mixture  are  most  of  our  businesses!  What  irony  that  the 
better  we  do  our  shop-keeping,  the  better  we  can  afford  to 
carry  on  our  pharmacy!  On  the  day  after  Boxing  Day, 
being  open  all  day  to  fulfil  my  Health  Service  contract,  I 
spent  an  appreciable  amount  of  the  time  dealing  with 
receivers  of  gifts,  not  always  purchased  from  my  shop,  who 
wished  to  change  them  for  cash  or  kind.  It  is  surprising  that 
those  who  ask  such  a  favour  should  so  often  be  all  too 
readily  inclined  to  flare  up  in  anger  if  they  think  their  re- 
quest may  not  be  granted.  It  is  most  important  to  have  a 
fair  and  just  policy  on  such  returns  and  to  stick  to  it. 
Unless  that  is  done,  members  of  one's  staff  can  be  placed 
in  a  difficult  position.  I  find  it  is  generally  profitable  to 
change  any  unsoiled  article  for  other  goods  of  choice,  or  to 
give  a  credit  note  for  a  future  exchange.  My  assistants  are 
instructed  always  to  consult  me,  and  the  endeavour  is 
always  made  to  impress  on  the  customer  that  the  aim  is 
to  treat  them  fairly. 

What  a  long  way  all  this  is  from  Bloomsbury  Square 
and  all  that.  But  the  pain-wracked  man  in  bed  on  Christmas 
morning  brings  it  all  into  proper  perspective,  and  I  believe 
more  firmly  than  ever  that  retail  pharmacy  offers  me  a  life 
of  richer  experience  than  I  would  ever  find  in  factory, 
laboratory  or  classroom  in  1958. 

I've  just  been  asked  for  my  order  for  1958  sunglasses. 
Will  June  and  August  both  be  fine,  and  what  of  July  and 
September?  Last  August's  stock  will  carry  me  through 
Whitsun !

The  effect?  That  when  you  proffer 
The  item  you'll  see 
That  he  gets  his  purchase  free, 
And  that  you  even  have  to  pay 
For  him  to  take  the  thing  away  ! 
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DRUG  EXHIBITIONS  IN  HOSPITALS 

Exhibitions  of  pharmaceutical  products  are  not  a  regular  feature  of  hospital  life  in 
this  country  but  they  are  well  established  in  the  United  States.  This  article,  written 
from  an  American  angle,  gives  some  pointers  on  how  such  exhibitions  may  be  run.

THE  operation  of  drug  exhibitions  in  hospitals  in  the 
United  States  has  long  been  the  concern  of  the  ad- 
ministrator and  drug  manufacturer,  as  well  as  of  the 
hospital  pharmacist. 

Hospital  exhibitions  offer  a  convenient  means  of  reach- 
ing a  great  number  of  doctors  with  a  minimum  effort  on 
the  part  of  the  salesman  and  a  minimum  consumption  of 
the  physician's  time.  For  an  effective  programme,  drug  dis- 
plays should  be  scheduled  and  organised  in  accordance 
with  a  policy.  There  must  be  no  taint  of  commercialism 
either  in  the  exhibition  or  in  the  conduct  of  the  repre- 
sentative. Much  of  the  success  of  the  entire  programme 
depends  upon  the  preliminary  arrangements  and  a  complete 
understanding  on  the  part  of  all  concerned  of  what  is  in- 
volved. 

Unquestionably,  exhibitions  are  of  great  advantage  to 
medical  personnel  and  the  logical  solution  to  doctors' 
crowded  time-tables.  For  the  hospital  and  the  administra- 
tor, properly  conducted  exhibitions  mean  a  staff  well- 
informed  on  the  latest  pharmaceuticals.  For  the  manufac- 
turer, good  drug  displays  attract  favourable  attention  and 
create  immediate  interest;  and  at  the  same  time  produce 
increased  sales. 

Why  Hold  Drug  Exhibitions  ? 

In  1955,  the  author  conducted  a  survey1  in  the  United 
States  about  medical  representatives  and  questioned  246 
chief  pharmacists  of  hospitals  having  a  total  bed  capacity 
of  220,885  and  employing  a  total  of  1,251  pharmacy  per- 
sonnel. Hospital  pharmacists  from  every  State  were  repre- 
sented. The  questions  were : 

1.  Are  you  in  favour  of  drug  exhibitions  being  held  by  medical 
representatives  in  your  hospital?  77  per  cent,  of  the  chief  phar- 
macists said  Yes  and  23  per  cent,  said  No. 

2.  Are  drug  exhibitions  by  medical  representatives  scheduled 
on  a  regular  basis?  43  per  cent,  indicated  that  exhibitions  were 
held  on  a  regular  basis  and  57  per  cent,  that  exhibitions  were 
non-regular. 

3.  Who  schedules  drug  exhibitions — the  pharmacy  section  or 
another  section?  44  per  cent,  indicated  that  exhibitions  were 
scheduled  by  the  pharmacy  section  and  56  per  cent,  that  exhibi- 
tions were  scheduled  by  the  administration  or  a  non-pharmacy 
section. 

4.  Is  attendance  limited  to  doctors,  nurses,  technicians  or  any 
employee?  Only  28  per  cent,  limited  attendance  to  doctors.  20  pet- 
cent,  limited  attendance  to  doctors  and  nurses.  23  per  cent, 
limited  attendance  to  doctors,  nurses,  and  technicians.  29  pet- 
cent,  did  not  limit  attendance  to  any  particular  group — anyone 
could  attend  exhibitions. 

5.  Frequency  of  drug  exhibitions — weekly,  monthly,  or  other 
18  per  cent,  held  exhibitions  on  a  weekly  basis;  17  per  cent,  on 
a  monthly  basis;  and  65  per  cent,  on  a  basis  other  than  weekly 
or  monthly. 

The  results  of  the  above  survey  indicate  that  hospitals 
do  favour  having  drug  exhibitions  and  that  the  pharmacy, 
in  a  great  number  of  cases,  controls  scheduling,  attendance 
and  frequency. 

Assuring  Successful  Exhibitions 

Three  basic  considerations  for  holding  successful  drug 
exhibitions  in  hospitals  are  : 

a.  Selection  of  a  fixed  area  where  exhibition  is  to  take  place. 

b.  Selection  of  a  fixed  date. 

c.  Notification  of  all  personnel  concerned. 


In  selecting  a  site,  consideration  must  be  given  to  finding 
a  place  where  privacy  exists.  Doctors  prefer  a  place  where 
they  may  question  medical  representatives  and  at  the  same 
time  not  be  disturbed  by  non-professional  personnel  who 
may  be  present  at  such  exhibitions.  A  doctors'  lounge,  a 
spot  at  the  end  of  a  wide  corridor,  a  corner  of  a  confer- 
ence room,  an  auditorium  or  any  site  where  doctors  will 
congregate  will  serve.  It  is  important  that,  once  such  a  place 
has  been  selected,  it  should  be  used  for  subsequent  exhibi- 
tions. Getting  doctors  used  to  coming  to  a  specific  site  is 
an  important  factor  for  success. 

Setting  a  definite  time  of  day  or  a  definite  day  of  the 
month  is  also  important.  Medical  personnel  must  be  told 
of  a  definite  date  as  well  as  a  definite  place  so  that  soon 
they  will  make  room  in  their  busy  schedules  for  such  ex- 
hibitions. Some  doctors  will  even  look  forward  to  the  next 
exhibition  on  the  "  fourth  Thursday  of  the  following 
month.'' 

Finally,  informing  the  persons  concerned  by  special 
memoranda  a  day  before  or  even  by  making  some  timely 
last-minute  telephone  calls  to  secretaries  of  the  chiefs  of 
the  various  services,  is  additional  insurance  for  well- 
attended  displays. 

The  above  outlined  basic  considerations  are  important  in 
initiating  the  drug  exhibition  programme.  Once  those  pro- 
blems are  solved,  success  is  practically  assured. 

A  code  of  conduct  for  the  medical  representatives  must 
be  established.  Rules  and  regulations  will  vary  from  hos- 
pital to  hospital.  Below,  is  a  list  of  some  of  the  possible 
rules : 

1.  Exhibitors  should  not  feature  too  many  drug  items  at  one 
exhibition. 

2.  Representatives  should  not  wander  or  explore  the  hospital. 

3.  Representatives  should  not  "  buttonhole  "  doctors  for 
excessive  periods  of  time. 

4.  Representatives  should  find  out  the  speciality  of  a  doctor 
before  going  into  detail  on  any  particular  drug.  A  radiologist 
may  not  be  interested  in  an  antibiotic,  but  will  want  to  know 
everything  about  a  new  radio-opaque  contrast  medium. 

5.  Representatives  must  avoid  handing  out  "  prescription 
only  "  items  to  unauthorised  persons. 

6.  No  high  pressure  salesmanship  may  be  used  on  any  medi- 
cal visitors.  Moderation  of  voice,  statement,  and  method  must 
be  observed. 

7.  Representatives  should  have  an  ample  supply  of  literature 
and  some  samples.  Too  many  samples  are  not  considered 
desirable. 

8.  Representatives  should  have  an  ample  supply  of  reprints 
of  clinical  studies  by  qualified  authorities — in  addition  to  their 
company's  literature. 

9.  In  hospitals  with  training  facilities,  teaching  aids  that  will 
have  an  educational  value  in  the  training  of  nurses  and  other 
personnel  should  be  available. 

10.  The  exhibitor  should  not  approach  any  doctor  or  speak  to 
him  unless  invited  to  do  so. 

11.  Residents,  interns,  and  nurses  must  not  be  invited  to  visit 
the  exhibition  by  the  exhibitor  unless  permission  has  been  ex- 
pressly granted  by  the  medical  director  or  superintendent. 

12.  Displays  should  be  placed  so  as  not  to  interfere  in  any 
way  with  normal  traffic  or  cause  inconvenience  to  anyone. 

13.  Exhibitors  must  not  smoke  while  in  attendance  at  their 
displays. 

14.  Exhibitors  must  not  use  the  doctors'  telephone  or  lavatory 
facilities  without  permission. 

15.  No  material  of  any  kind — boxes,  cartons,  literature,  or 
samples — should  be  left  behind  after  the  exhibition  is  concluded. 
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The  exhibitor  must  be  certain  that  the  premises  are  as  clean  and 
tidy  as  when  he  arrived. 

16.  Distribution  of  advertising  in  the  form  of  samples, 
brochures,  leaflets,  blotters,  etc.,  must  be  confined  to  the  display 
area,  and  be  made  only  during  the  time  engaged  for  the  display 
or  exhibition. 

17.  Representatives  should  be  careful  not  to  imply  that  items 
accepted  for  hospital  display  are  automatically  stocked  or  gener- 
ally available  from  the  hospital  pharmacy. 

18.  During  the  exhibition,  no  order  should  be  accepted  by 
the  exhibitor,  whether  solicited  or  unsolicited.  That  applies  as 
well  to  the  hospital  purchasing  department  and  staff  doctors. 

19.  Furniture  should  not  be  moved  without  permission.  When 
furniture  is  moved,  it  must  be  replaced  in  its  original  position 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  display  period. 

20.  Displays  must  be  set  up  early  in  an  orderly  and  attractive 
manner. 

21.  If  a  product  lends  itself  to  demonstration,  representatives 
should  appeal  to  the  senses  of  exhibit  visitors  by  letting  them 
see  the  product,  hear  about  it,  touch  it,  smell  it,  and  if  possible, 
taste  it. 

Having  established  a  code  of  conduct  for  the  medical 
representatives,  the  hospital  should  render  some  assistance 
to  them  by  trying  to  understand  some  of  their  problems. 
It  is  recommended  that: — ■ 

1.  The  hospital  should  post  notices  in  advance  of  scheduled 
date  in  the  doctors'  lounge  or  resident  staff  quarters  listing  items 
to  be  displayed  and  the  names  of  the  companies.  Other  depart- 
ments specifically  concerned  should  likewise  be  notified. 

2.  The  hospital  should  permit  only  displays  and  exhibitions 
of  a  professional  nature  related  to  hospital  functions. 

3.  If  more  than  one  company  exhibits  at  the  same  time,  the 
hospital  should  avoid  scheduling  companies  with  identical  generic 
name  preparations  on  the  same  day,  even  though  such  prepara- 
tions are   sold  under   different   trade  names. 

4.  The  hospital  should  provide  tables  or  stands  for  those 
companies  which  do  not  have  any  or  for  those  who  find  it  diffi- 
cult to  bring  such  equipment  with  them. 

5.  The  hospital  should  provide  an  adequate  site. 

6.  The  hospital  should  set  up  a  policy  to  deter  unauthorised 
persons  from  attending  exhibitions. 

7.  The  hospital  should  sometimes  make  available  a  means 
for  medical  representatives  to  bring  into  the  hospital  bulky 
packages  of  literature  and  samples  necessary  for  exhibition 
(small  truck,  etc.). 

8.  The  hospital's  policy  should  permit  as  many  displays  as 
possible.  Frequency  should  allow  at  least  two  exhibitions  a  year 
for  each  manufacturer. 

9.  Drug  exhibits  for  any  one  time  should  be  limited.  A  great 
number  of  exhibitors  confuse  the  doctor  by  showing  too  many 
products. 

10.  The  hospital  should  have  a  written  policy  about  the 
issue  of  "  prescription  only  "  items.  The  exhibitor  could  then 
inform  anyone  not  authorised  to  receive  such  samples,  of  the 
written  policy  of  the  hospital. 

Exhibitions  at  a  New  York  Hospital 

In  the  six  years  since  its  activation,  the  Veterans  Admin- 
istration Hospital,  Albany.  New  York  (a  1,000-bed  general 
medical  and  surgical  hospital)  has  run  424  drug  exhibitions. 
Seventy-three  different  drug  houses  have  participated.  An 
average  of  about  fifty  doctors  attended  each  exhibition.  The 
nursing  staffs,  laboratory  technicians  and  other  allied 
medical  staffs  swelled  attendance  to  a  little  over  one 
hundred  for  each  exhibition.  At  the  hospital,  exhibitions 
are  held  monthly.  The  committee  on  therapeutic  agents 
has  approved  the  holding  of  such  exhibitions  on  the  fourth 
Thursday  of  each  month.  The  responsibility  for  scheduling 
and  checking  on  the  conduct  of  such  exhibitions  was  dele- 
gated to  the  chief  pharmacist,  who  schedules  the  exhibitions 
as  the  medical  representatives  make  their  appearance  at  the 
hospital  pharmacy.  Six  manufacturers  are  scheduled  for 
each  Thursday.  The  exhibitions  generally  start  about  9  a.m. 
and  terminate  about  4.30  p.m.  The  place  of  the  exhibition 
is  always  the  same,  the  hospital  providing  six  tables.  How- 
ever, medical  representatives  may  bring  their  own  tables  if 
they  wish. 

Every  six  months  the  chief  pharmacist  sends  to  the  direc- 
tor of  professional  services  and  to  the  assistant  chief  of 
nursing  education  an  advance  roster  of  scheduled  exhibi- 


tions. The  director  of  professional  services  uses  the  roster 
to  prepare  a  list  of  "  Meetings  and  Lectures  for  the  Week," 
and  the  assistant-chief  of  nursing  education  uses  the  roster 
for  preparing  "  Class  and  Activity  Schedule  of  Nursing 
Service."  About  a  week  prior  to  the  exhibition,  the  chief 
pharmacist  sends  a  memorandum  to  the  director  of  pro- 
fessional services  telling  him  what  particular  drugs  will  be 
featured  at  the  exhibition.  The  director  of  professional  ser- 
vices notifies  his  medical  staff  about  the  featured  drugs. 

In  these  times  of  rapid  progress  in  medical  and  pharma- 
ceutical research,  when  new  drugs  are  constantly  placed  on 
the  market,  it  is  important  that  the  busy  doctor  should  be 
given  all  the  assistance  possible  in  learning  all  about  such 
products.  Drug  exhibitions  in  hospitals  constitute  part  of 
the  answer.  The  whole  purpose  of  the  exhibitions  is  to 
bring  such  information  into  the  hospital  for  the  benefit  of 
all  who  are  professionally  interested.  There  can  be  no  ques- 
tion of  the  doctors'  enthusiasm  over  the  exhibition  idea.

ANY  BUSINESS 
QUESTIONS? 

We  understand  that  the  Cheques  Act,  1957,  does  not 
do  away  with  the  necessity  of  giving  receipts  if  they 
are  required,  but  some  of  our  suppliers  seem  to  be 
sending  an  acknowledgement  in  some  such  words  as 
"  we  thank  you  for  your  letter  enclosing  cheque  for 
.  .  .  {amount  stated) "     Apparently  the  suggestion  is 
that  no  stamp  is  needed  with  that  form  of  acknowledge- 
ment. Can  you  confirm  that  ? 
There  is  an  element  of  doubt  about  the  procedure,  and  a 
somewhat  fine  distinction  is  involved.  An  acknowledgement 
of  a  sum  of  money  over  £2  received  demands  a  twopenny 
stamp,  but  the  question  arises  whether  (a)  the  acknowledge- 
ment is  of  a  letter  and  a  reference  to  the  remittance  only 
identifies  it;  or  (b)  the  acknowledgement  can  be  held  to  be 
that  of  the  remittance  itself.   Until  that  question  is  authori- 
tatively decided,  the  opinion  is  widely  held  that  an  acknow- 
ledgement of  the  kind  described  does  not  call  for  a  stamp. 

My  wife  and  I  are  partners  of  a  retail  pharmacy  which 
is  run  in  my  name.  I  heard  that  we  should  have  regi- 
stered the  business  under  the  Registration  of  Business 
Names  Act.  Is  that  so,  and  what  should  we  do  now  ? 
As  the  title  of  the  business  consists  of  your  name  only,  it 
should  be  registered  with  the  Registrar  of  Business  Names 
at  Bush  House,  London,  W.C.2,  from  which  address  you 
may  obtain  the  appropriate  form.  If  you  give  a  satisfac- 
tory explanation  of  the  circumstances,  the  penalty  of  £5 
per  day  may  be  waived,  Strictly,  your  rights  as  a  defaulter 
under  or,  arising  out  of,  a  contract  that  you  have  made  or 
entered  into  are  not,  in  the  circumstances  in  which  you 
are  placed,  enforceable  by  legal  proceeding,  either  in  the 
name  of  the  business  or  otherwise.  The  court  may,  however, 
give  relief.  If  the  firm  were  sued  it  would  nevertheless  not 
be  precluded  from  exercising  a  right  to  counterclaim.  The 
title  of  the  property  would  not  be  affected  by  that. 

/  am  the  tenant,  under  agreement,  of  premises  com- 
prising a  shop  and  upper  part,  out  of  which  I  have  the 
flat  on  the  first  floor.  My  son  and  his  family  occupy 
the  second  floor,  but  the  lease  of  the  whole  premises 
has  now  been  assigned  to  them.  What  is  the  tax  effect, 
if  any,  of  the  transfer  ? 
Previously,  the  whole  rent  of  the  premises,  less  the  agreed 
proportion  for  your  own  flat,  was  probably  allowed  in  the 
accounts.  Your  son's  rental  would  accordingly  have  been 
included  in  the  assessment  as  a  receipt,  and  all  repairs,  etc., 
payable  by  you  would  have  been  treated  as  an  expense 
(except  as  applying  or  apportioned  to  your  own  flat).  The 
assignment  of  the  lease  makes  the  difference  that  only  the 
appropriate  rental  etc.,  of  the  shop  itself  may  be  charged. 
The  proportion  agreed  as  applicable  to  the  first  floor  is 
excluded  as  formerly  and  the  rental  of  the  top  flat  is  no 
longer  any  concern  of  the  business,  and  repairs  to  it  (or  as 
apportioned  to  it)  are  now  the  legal  responsibility  of  your 
son.

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NOTES  ON 
NEW  MEDICAMENTS 

Comments  on  items  given  in  Guide  to  New 
Medicaments  (pp.  46  and  47),  especially  to 
show  their  relationship  —  pharmacological  or 
chemical  —  with  other  products  or  compounds. 

ENZOLETS. — Tyrothricin  is  the  preferred  anti- 
biotic in  many  preparations  for  topical  use. 
Skin  sensitisation  is  rare  and,  as  tyrothricin 
is  not  used  systemically,  bacterial  resistance  is 
not  a  problem.  Topical  application  does  not 
limit  the  use  of  other  antibiotics  for  subsequent 
systemic  infections.  Other  lozenges  containing 
tyrothricin  with  a  local  anesthetic  include 
Tyrozets,  Tyrosolven,  Phenidex,  Tracinets; 
Collozets  contain  tyrothricin  in  association 
with  a  quaternary  ammonium  antiseptic;  Hibi- 
tane  lozenges  contain  benzocaine  with  chlor- 
hcxidine. 

ASTHMA  23-D. — Contains  bronchodilators  (ephe- 
drine  and  theophylline)  a  muscle  relaxant 
(papaverine)  an  analgesic  (phenacetin)  a  re- 
spiratory stimulant  (belladonna)  and  an  anti- 
inflammatory compound — sodium  caffeine  oc- 
naphthyl  acetate.  Experimentally  the  latter  sub- 
stance brings  about  a  rapid  reduction  in 
formalin-induced  cedema,  and  therapeutically 
it  is  thought  to  prevent  the  development  of 
resistance  to  ordinary  antiasthmatic  therapy. 
Examples  of  similar  products  containing  several 
constituents  with  complementary  or  supple- 
mentary actions  include  Asmac,  Franol.  Fydal. 
Fydalex,  Isobronchisan,  Amesec,  Tedral,  Cal- 
cidrine,  Asmapax  and  Phyldrox. 

TRYPTAR. — The  healing  of  skin  lesions  is  often 
delayed  by  the  presence  of  pus  and  cell  de- 
bris, which  act  both  as  a  nutrient  medium  for 
bacteria  and  as  a  physical  barrier  to  the  pene- 
tration of  antibacterial  substances.  Tryptar  oint- 
ment contains  the  proteolytic  enzyme  trypsin, 
which  digests  any  dead  tissue,  thus  permitting 
access  by  the  antibiotic  constituents  of  the 
ointment.  Biotrase  is  a  similar  trypsin-contain- 
ing  ointment,  but  has  Ca-N-hydroxymethyl- 
glutaminate,  urea  and  bithional  as  the  anti- 
bacterial constituents. 

ENGLATE.— Chemically,  the  product  is  theo- 
phylline buffered  with  sodium  glycinate.  The 
gastric  irritant  action  of  theophylline  often 
precludes  the  administration  of  adequate  doses, 
and  the  full  potential  effects  are  not  always 
obtained.  Improved  tolerance  is  claimed  from 
the  buffered  compound.  Other  products  de- 
signed to  reduce  irritation  and  nausea  are 
represented  by  Silbephylline  (dihydroxypropyl 
theophylline),  Etophylate  (theophyliine-pipera- 
zine  acetate),  Choledyl  (choline  theophyllate), 
and  Theodrox  (aminophylline  with  aluminium 
hydroxide. 

SULPENIN  V. — Contains  phenoxymethylpenicil- 
lin  together  with  sulphadimidine,  and  replaces 
the  older  Sulpenin,  which  contained  benzyl- 
penicillin  with  sulphadiazine  and  sulphamera- 
zine.  Sulphadimidine  has  a  high  solubility  and 
low  toxicity,  and  is  less  likely  to  cause  renal 
complications.  Simultaneous  administration  of 
penicillin  is  said  to  result  in  high  blood  levels 
of  the  antibiotic.  Similar  preparations  include 
Sulmezil  V  (sulphadimidine,  0-5  gm.,  with  cal- 
cium penicillin  V,  60  mgm.),  Distaquaine  V 
Sulpha  (sulphadimidine,  0-3  gm.;  sulpha- 
merazine,  0-14  gm.;  penicillin  V,  60  mgm.), 
and  Penicillin  V  Sulpha  (penicillin  V,  125 
mgm.;  sulphadiazine,  167  mgm.;  sulphamera- 
zine,  167  mgm.;  and  sulphadimidine,  167 
mgm.).  A  suspension  of  similar  strength  is  also 
available. 

ENAVID. — Chemically  a  mixture  of  norethyno- 
drel  (17  rx  -  ethynyl  -  17  -  hydroxy  -  5(10)  - 
oestren-3-one)  and  ethynyloestradiol-3-methyI- 
ether.  The  former  is  a  new  synthetic  steroid 
compound  that  is  active  orally  and  has 
some  of  the  pharmacological  properties  of 
both  progesterone  and  cestradiol.  Thus  in 
amenorrhcea  the  drug  can  produce  a  secretory 
endometrium  comparable  with  that  which  oc- 
curs normally,  and  can  effect  in  menorrhagia 
a  rapid  reduction  in  bleeding.  Normally  the 
cyclical  changes  resulting  in  menstruation  are 
due  to  the  balanced  action  of  both  progester- 
one and  cestradiol.  For  that  reason  the  methyl 
ether     of     ethynyloestradiol     is     included  in 


Enavid,  the  cestrogenic  activity  being  supple- 
mented by  that  admixture.  Other  oral  pre- 
parations devised  for  the  treatment  of  men- 
strual disturbances  include  Orasecron,  Menstro- 
gen  oral  and  Amenorone  (ethisterone  with 
ethinylcestradiol).  Similar  preparations  for  use 
by  injection  are  exemplified  by  Disecron  (pro- 
gesterone with  cestradiol  monobenzoate),  and 
Menstrogen  (progesterone  with  ethinylcestradiol). 
D.F.  118. — Chemistry:  Dihydrocodeine  bitartrate. 
A  hydrogenated  derivative  of  codeine  with  a 
marked  analgesic  action.  A  dose  of  30  mgm. 
is  comparable  in  effect  with  a  10-mgm.  dose  of 
morphine.  The  side-effects,  both  objective  and 
subjective,  are  slight,  and  the  dose  may  be 
repeated  at  frequent  intervals.  Duration  of 
action  is  less  than  that  of  morphine,  but  in 
view  of  the  few  side-effects  of  repeated  doses 
the  difference  of  action  is  not  of  great  clinical 
importance.  Dihydrocodeinone  is  a  ketonic  de- 
rivative of  codeine  available  as  Dicodid,  but  is 
used  mainly  as  a  cough-centre  depressant. 


TRAL. — Chemistry:  N-(yg-cj>ciohexyI-ft-hydroxy- 
jg-phenylethyD-N'-methylpiperazine  methosul- 
phate. 


A  quaternary  ammonium  compound  with  anti- 
cholinergic properties.  Blocking  agents  of  this 
type  are  used  in  the  treatment  of  peptic  ulcer, 
hyperacidity  and  intestinal  spasm,  and  the  more 
selective  drugs  relieve  the  symptoms  without 
causing  undue  interference  with  the  transport 
functions  of  the  digestive  tract.  Even  selective 
drugs  give  rise  to  some  side-effects,  chiefly  of  an 
atropine-Iike  nature,  such  as  dryness  of  the 
mouth,  which  are  associated  with  the  anti- 
secretory actions  of  the  compound.  Because  of 
the  highly  selective  action  of  Tral,  those  side- 
effects  are  minimal,  and  appear  chiefly  in  sus- 
ceptible patients  or  when  high  doses  are  used. 
Other  spasmolytic  drugs  used  in  peptic  ulcer 
include  oxyphenonium  (Atrenyl);  tricyclamol 
(Elorine,  Lergine);  hyoscine-N-butyl  bromide 
(Buscopan)  and  diphemanil  (Diphenatil). 

PHENIDEX  LOZENGES.  —  The  high  surface- 
activity  of  the  quaternary  bactericide  cetyl- 
pyridinium  chloride  permits  rapid  penetration 
of  the  mucous  membrane.  The  antiseptic  effect 
is  enhanced  by  absorption  of  the  antiseptic, 
reducing  the  risk  of  a  monilial  overgrowth 
occurring  as  a  side-effect  of  oral  antibiotic 
therapy  Other  lozenges  containing  antibiotics 
and  benzocaine  include  Tyrosolven,  Tyrozets 
and  Enzolets.  Hibitane  is  an  example  of  a 
lozenge  containing  an  antiseptic  and  a  local 
anaesthetic;  and  simple  lozenges  containing  peni- 
cillin and  the  tetracyclines  are  also  available.

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TRADE  REPORT 


The  prices  given  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into 
stock.    Crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  greatly  in  quality  and  higher  prices  are  charged  for  selected  qualities. 


London,  January  8:  Trading  in  all  sectors  of  the  drug  market  has  been 
on  the  usual  restricted  basis  following  the  Christmas  holidays  and  stocktaking 
period.  Spot  supplies  of  many  commodities  are  not  plentiful  but  lack  of 
consumer  demand  has  prevented  major  price  developments. 

Among  Crude  Drugs  unconfirmed 
reports  from  origin  made  Cascara 
Sagrada  dearer  but  spot  was  un- 
changed and  is  likely  to  remain  so 
whilst  the  Government  are  considering 
an  application  for  the  bark  to  be  ex- 
empted from  its  present  10  per  cent, 
import  duty.  The  supply  position  of 
Papain  in  Ceylon  is  obscure  because  of 
the  recent  floods  in  that  island,  mean- 
while the  other  major  supplier,  the 
Belgian  Congo,  is  reluctant  to  olfer  be- 
fore the  position  clarifies.  Cape  Aloes 
has  held  steady  at  around  207s.  6d.  per 
cwt.,  c.i.f.,  for  primes  with  little  buying 
interest.  There  was  no  substantial 
change  in  the  Ipecacuanha  position, 
shipment  offers  were  being  quoted  for 
Matto  Grosso  and  Costa  Rica  but 
Nicaragua  was  not  available  in  any 
position.  Honey  prices  were  a  little 
under  those  last  reported  but  the  trade 
expect  a  firmer  tendency  in  the  weeks 
ahead  particularly  so  if  demand  im- 
proves. Menthol  was  lower,  the  Chinese 
variety  being  one  shilling  per  lb.  down 
and  the  Brazilian  sixpence  down. 
Styrax  was  again  being  quoted  on  the 
spot  but  supplies  are  still  short;  the 
same  is  true  of  Peru  balsam  which  is 
unobtainable  at  origin.  Quassia  was 
not  available  on  the  spot  or  for  ship- 
ment. 

Opiates  have  been  sharply  advanced 
by  a  major  producer  and  it  is  expec- 
ted that  the  other  manufacturers  will 
fall  in  line.  Codeine  phosphate  is 
now  2s.  9d.  per  oz.  dearer.  Morphine 
sulphate,  3s.  6d.;  and  Diamorphine 
hydrochloride,  3s.  3d.  up.  Hydroqui- 
none  was  advanced  by  sixpence  per  lb., 
but  Metol  was  unchanged.  A  major  pro- 
ducer of  Borax  and  Boric  acid  is  ad- 
vancing his  schedules  on  February  16 
because  of  increased  production  costs. 
United  States  producers  of  those  com- 
modities advanced  their  schedules  on 
January  1. 

Dearer  for  shipment  among  Essen- 
tial Oils  were:  Ceylon  Citronella 
(by  three-halfpence  per  lb.)  and  Penang 
Patchouli  (by  Is.  6d.)  whilst  on  the 
spot  Chinese  Peppermint  was  down  by 
threepence  per  lb.  and  Paraguay  Petit- 
grain  by  sixpence.
